"We Catholics believe and say very 


distinctly in our profession of faith 
that there Is a purgatory, and that 
the souls in purgatory are helped by 
our prayers. We profess this openly 
and clearly make no reservations, no 
explanations taking away tho 
full 


meaning of the word, but come out 
boldly before all the world. 


"We have then an immense body of 


people, of all classes and all condi- 
tions professing their belief in this 
doctrine; why is it then that outside 
the Catholic church 
amongst 
some 


Protestants 
such 
hard 
and 
bitter 


things are sometimes said about this 
belief of ours? 
Surely what Is held 


by such an "immense multitude of peo- 
ple, among whom are learned and cul- 
tured people, surely there must be 
reason for it; they must have some 
evidence for this doctrine. 


"Now 
this evening I propose princi- 


pally to explain this matter to you; to 
tell you why it is that we believe 
in this doctrine of purgatory. First, 
let me make a, little explanation to 
you that you may understand the doc- 
trine 
more 
clearly. 
The 
Catholic 


church teaches .that Almighty God 
will judge everyone according to his 
works—we read in one of the Psalms 
where it is said that God will judge 
us according to our works; and so 
did our Saviour say this also; you 
know that in this world mixing up 
with us every day there are in any 
people who are not so pure, and so 
good that when they die they can go 
immediately to Heaven. 
They have 


some fault on their souls, they-are not 
pel feet, for they have some weak- 
ness or other. 
We know also that 


they are not so wicked, not being 
guilty of 
those grave 
crimes 
for 


which they merit to be cast into hell; 
where then will these souls be placed? 
i They cannot go to Heaven because 
they have some defilment on their 
souls and Holy Scripture tells us that 
'nothing defiled can enter 
Heaven." 


They are not deserving hell—where 
then will they be placed? The Catho- 
lic church teaches that they will be 
placed in this middle condition, or 
purgatory; which is a middle state 
where some souls suffer for a time on 
account of lesser sins, or because they 
have not fully satisfied God's justice 
for greater sins since they have been 
forgotten. 


Temporary State. 


-The Catholic church teaches that 


purgatory is only a temporary state, 
that it will only continue until the 
last judgment and after that final 
judgment of the human race there will 
remain only Heaven and hell. 
She 


also teaches us that as v;e are all 
members of the church—as we sav- 
in" the 
creed, 'the 
Communion of 


Saints;' that since the members of

New Testament. 


"Coming into the New Testament 


what follows tends to show that this 
doctrine is true—for we hear Christ 
saying, 'If any man speak against the 
Son of God that sin will be foi given 
us, but that if we speak against the 
Holy Spirit that sin will not be for 
given us in this world nor in the 
World to come.' 
Here, brethren, is 


one particular sin which the Saviour 
says will not be forgiven in the world 
to come.' 
Consequently if that will 


not be forgiven, there must be other 
sins that will be forgiven in the other 
world—where? 
In Heaven? No be- 


cause 
nothing defiled 
could enter 


there. 
In hell? No; for- out of hell 


there is no redemption. 


"Then, if we look back to the his- 


tory of the Catholic church we find 
that this doctrine has been taught 
from the very earliest days; that It 
was taught in the time of the Apos- 
tles; how do we know it? "We know 
it is the records that have come down 
to us. For example, in certain books 
that were composed to regulate the 
Divine service and tell how the ser- 
vices were to be performed.

books can be seen in the libraries of 
England.) 


"We find that this 
doctrine was
